In a 3000-word decision, review- 
ing the law and the testimony  be- 
fore the board, the inspectors 
wrote, “we are satisfied that had 
the officers of the $-51 been under 
the jurisdiction of this servic>, ac- 
tion would have becn taken against 
their licenses, had it been pos- 
sible.” 

Safety Plan Suggested. 

Declaring that “it has frequently 
been the case that great Il ssons 
have been learned from great dis- 
asters,’’ the board gave as its opin- 
ion “‘that a need that had been ap- 
parent to navigators for soinetime 
has been seen in this case—that 
seagoing vessels be required to car- 
ry range lights.”’ 

Commenting on the evidence in- 
troduced at the trial of Diehl and 


| Dreyer, and various chargesof neg- 
|ligence and inattention to d ily, the 
| board found: 

“Collision could and should hay. 
been avoided by the action of eith- 
er vessel and such action within the 
limitation of and required Dy the 
rules.”’ 

From the testimony presentsad 
the board found that “the red 
light of the S-fl was d-fectiva and 
did not show to the -vision of the 
deck watch of the City of Rcmea 
until too late to be of any valu2 as a 
red lig/ht.’’ 

Negligence Is Charged. 

The board found that when the 
compass bearing of the submarine 
did not materially’ change, no at- 
tempt was made by the deck 
watch of the City of Rome to avoid 
the collision as provided for in the 
international rules» Both Capt. 
Diehl and his third mate shared 
in the responsibility for this faijl- 
ure, the board ruled. The board 
also held that Third Mate Dreyer 
was negligent in allowing the 
Quartermaster to leave the pilot 
house, thereby contributing to the 
collision, 

“The same rule that applied to 
the navigation of the City of Rome 
as relates to the constant bearing 
of an approaching vessel also ap- 
plied to the S-51 and should have 
indicated to her officers as well 
that the risk of collision existed,’’ 
the decision stated. 

The report is signed by Capt. 
Herman T. Parker and Inspector 
John Stewart. There are two ap- 
peals possible from their finding. 
The first is to the United States 
supervising inspector, Fifth Dis- 
trict, Boston, and the other to the 
supervising inspector-general in 
the Commerce Department, Wash- 


ington. 


Boston Report at Sharp Variance 
From That of Naval Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.-—Ths 
determination of an_ inspecting 
board at Boston today that both 
the steamship City of Rome and the 
submarine S-51 were at fault in the 
collision which sank the S-51 off 
Block Island last fall, disclosed a 
sharp disagreement between the in- 
spe¢ting board and a Navy Board 
of Inquiry. 

In a preliminary report made 
soon after the disaster, which cost 
the lives of 44 men on the subma- 
rine, the Navy Board held that the 
City of Rome had not observ? the 
navigation laws and that the S-51 
was in a position where she had 
the richt of way. The report conr 
tained no criticism of the S-51 of- 
ficers anil crew. 

Recently the Naval Board sub- 
mitted its final report, based on an 
inspection of the hull of the 8-61, 
since raised. This report was kept 
secret, indicating an intention oa 
the part of the Government to 
press before the civil courts the 
question.of the responsibility of the 
City of Rome for the disaste>.

Traveling in three special trains, 
1804 pennant-hungry baseball fans 
left the Union Station last night 
over the Big Four route to Cin- 
cinnati. They were the vanguard 
of a crowd, estimated in advance at 
2500, which will be present at Red- 
land Field this afternoon to cheer 
on the St. Louis Cardinals in the 
third game of the series against 
the Cincinnati Reds. 

Besides the crowd on the three 
specials, it was estimated by J. W. 
Gardner, assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the Big Four, that 
300 more passengers were taken to 
Cincinnati for the ball game on the 
regular train’ at’ 10 o’clock last 
night. These with others who 
make the trip by other roads or by 
motor cars are expected to swell 
the St. Louis crowd to at least 
2500. 

All day yesterday, the downtown 
ticket offices of the Big Four were 
swamped. The railroad had ob- 
tained 157 tickets for the game as 
an accommodation to patrons and 
these were gone within a_i few 
hours. During thé day 754 rail- 
road tickets were sold. They were 
priced for the round trip at $6, as 
compared with the regular rate of 
$24.80. 

The first of the baseball trav- 
elers appeared at Union Station 
shortly after 6 o'clock last night, 
and from then one to 8:30 the 
ticket office was rushed, 1050 Cin- 
cinnati tickets being sold before 
train time. 

Many of them had  0»provided 
themselves with cowbells and horns 
and others wore hatbands and arm 
brassards bearing the Cardinal in- 
signia. The midway was a bedlam 
as they shouted to one another or 
burst into choruses of protests as 
the gates were closed from time to 
time. 

There were many women in the 
crowd, which was unusually order- 
ly and gave them plenty of oppor- 
tunity to get the choice seats in the 
trains. Gardner said the coaches 
were loaded to only 75 per cent ca- 
pacity so that the passengers might 
have as much comfort as possible. 

The first of the trains got away 
at 8:30 p. m., the second at 8:49 
and the third at 9:12. Those who 
were crowded out and had to wait 
for the last were luckier than they 
had imagined, for the last train in- 
cluded five Pullmans, which were 
used as coaches. 

Besides the specials, the regular 
Big Four at 10 o’clock last night 
carried three extra cars for base- 
ball excursionists, and a special 
Pullman, which had been reserved 
by 25 members of the Elks.

SHOT WHILE HE 
WAS DRUNK, HE SAYS 


Prisoner, 24, Auto Painter, 
His Brother and Friend 
Are Taken on Clew 
Given by Negro Porter. 


M. Levi Mainard, 24 years old. 
an automobile painter, who says he 
is a clergyman’s son, confessed last 
night that he shot and killed James 
P. Duffy and Malcolm J. McDon- 
ald early last Sunday after they 
evicted him from the Duffquin 
roadhouse on Creve Coeur Lake. 

Mainard said he drew his 
pistol, while drunk, and fired 


when Duffy reached toward his hip 
saving, “I ought to give it to you 
good.” <As Duffy fell, he fired a 
shot at McDonald, who had start- 
ed toward him, he. declared, 

Mainard's brother, Charles, 31, 
and a friend, Tony Jordan, 21, also 
are held, having corroborated his 
confession. A night of beer-drin*- 
ing at lake resorts preceded the 
wanton killing, and Charles Main- 
ard, while gtill under the influence 
of drink, provided a slender clew 
which enabled police to effect the 
arrests. 

Negro Furnished Clew. 

Levi Mainard and Jordan, ac- 
cording,to the statements, fled aft- 
er the shooting in a rowboat across 
the lake whence they came. Charles 
staggered into the woods where he 
fell beneath a tree and slept from 
2:30 to 9 a. m. 

When he awoke Charles returned 
to the resort where county Deputy 
Sheriffs had investigated and de- 
parted without clews. He went to 
the telephone and called Delmar 
5881, asking for Mabel (his wife.) 

A Negro porter recognized his 
face, noted the telephone number. 
but kept silent until Monday afeer- 
noon when he met Detective She)j- 
ton of the city force and told him 
what little he khew. 

Telephone Number Traced. 

Detectives traced the telephone 
to 4330 West Pine .boulevard. They 
watched the house through the 
week, learned that the Mainard 
brothers lived there, and finally 
yesterday afternoon, when they 
knew both men were at home, ar- 
rested them. ae 

Confessions were eastly obtained 
police say, and Jordan was arrested 
at his home, 5018 Minerva avenue. 
A young woman, who the men said 
accompanied them, was taken into 
custody last night as a witness. 

The prisoners blamed their

There About Two Hours. 

“We were there about two hours 
when the trouble began," said 
Charles, the first to confess. “Levi 
and Tony were dancing together. 
and I could see that Duffy, who 
ran the place, didn’t like it. 

“Then Tony and Levi walked over 
to a couple of girls and asked them 
to dance. Bomebody called Duffy. 
who came up to the table with a 
waiter. The waiter pushed Tons 
out the door. Duffy and the bar- 
tender, (McDonald) took Levi by 
the arms and went out the door 
with him. 

“[ knew Levi had a pistol on 
him and I thought something 
might happen. The door wae 
barely shut when he started shoot 
ing. and everybody started to Pun. 
I got up and went out the goor 
My brother and Tony were gon: 
The two men were on the porch, 
and I could see Duffy was dead. !

Longest Day’s Trip 437 Miles. 


On one trip 437 miles was driven 
in one day, holding the speed stead- 
ily at 35 to 45 miles for hours at a 
time, often over long and steep 
grades, without the slightest sign 
of heating. Once in a pouring rain 
in Illinois a three-mile dirt detour 
was encountered. Before leaving 
the pavement, the car was stopped 
and, on advice of other motorists | 
familiar with local dirt roads and 
their peculiarities, the car was put | 
in low and pulled the entire three | 
miles in low gear.

On Seckman Hill, with only a 
fair start at the bottom, the car 
went over the top at 25 miles ar 
hour. On the Old State Road Hil! 
between Glencoe and the Manches- 
ter road, the hill was taken with a 
25-mile start at the bottom and 
about midway, because of the ex- 
ceeding roughness, the car was 
slowed to 20 and finally to 15 miles 
an hour, but again accelerated and 
went over the top at 25.

* OE EPPS, sometime 

private of Company 

B, Third-third Unit- 

ed States Volunteer 

Infantry, marched 

through the streets 

of Muskogee the 

other evening in his

wes a part were others who had been in 

his company when it left Muskogee on June 

6. 1898, to help free the western world 

from Spanish rule. Older men, now, they 

were—28 years older. And like their hair, 

their ranks were thinning. Joe Epps, who 

had been their comrade, had come back to 

the town where he'd enlisted to receive the 

highest military honor his country gives— 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 

For them it was the end of a perfect 
day. For Epps the end of a day of tribula- 
tion. From sun-up, almost—for he had 
spent his life on ranch and farm and is an 


after disarming them brought them as his 
prisoners into camp. .. .' 

For 25 years he had dodged this cere- 
mony. Now it was over. It wasn't so bad. 
A hundred people pressed in to congratulate 
him. 

“Well,” said Private Joe Epps, “I can't 
get it through my head yet, why the Gov- 
ernment should give me a medal for run- 
ning a sandy on a bunch of ignorant Gu- 
gus.” And that was all he said. 

Joe Epps was voted the Medal of Honor 
by the Congress of these United States a 
quarter of a century ago. He knew all the 
time the medal had been voted him. 
And he was unable then, more than 
now, to understand just why. But that 
wasn't the point. The point was that to re- 
ceive the medal meant pomp and circum- 
stance, ceremony and publicity. So Joe Epps 
let the medal lay in Washington. He didn't 
tell the Government where he was. Twenty- 
five years passed before it found its herd. 

Meantime the old form of Congressional 
Medal of Honor had been exchanged for a 
new and more beautiful one. So that when 
Captain Williams pinned the decoration on 
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early riser—he had been besieged by old 
friends and new. Men had stopped him on 
the street to introduce their sons to him— 
men he'd never seen before—that the bors 
might have a memory of shaking hands with 
a hero. To Joseph Epps it was a bore. 

Yet he had faced the ordeal unperturbed, 
calm, with determination, with self- 
effacing modesty. What had to be. had to 
be. He couldn't understand why there 
should be all this fuss. He had given the 
Government a couple of the best years of 
his life. And he had sacrificed his health 
for love of his country. Well, then, he 
could give the Government another dar. 

He recalled, as he marched, that day in 
"98. There wae a band then. There was not 
now. For that, much thanks. Joe hadn't 
been sympathetic when Captain John R. Wil- 
liams, the United States regular army of- 
ficer who was to pin the decoration on him. 
had tried to get a band for the ceremony. 


UT in 1898 Muskogee had had a 
band. And that band was filled with 

| patriotic airs and a spirit of cele- 
bration when: the boys went march- 
ing off. It had headed the little com- 
pany of rookies and played them down 
the meager streets of old Muskogee. 
It had played “My Gal's a High. Bo'n 
Lady” and “There'll Be a Hot, Time.” 
Joe Epps’ feet sort of itched, even now, as 
he remembered the last—the fighting tune 
of the Spanish-American War. 

That day there had been no soldiers with 
the rookie bunch. Today three companies of 
the National Guard formed a guard of honor 
for the hero. They wheeled into the ball 
park. They stood at attention. Captain 
Williams, his orderly three steps behind, 
signaled for Private Epps of the Thirty- 
third. And Joe Epps threw back his shou!l- 
ders, from the ranks and snapped 
a salute from hie broad, biack sombrero. 
The medal was conferred. 

“From the Congress of the United States 
to Private Joseph J. Epps. Thirty-third Unit- 
ed States Volunteer Infantry, who at the 
battle of Vigan; December 4, 1900, captured 
single-handed 17 Filipino riflemen and four 


Joe Epps’ coat, he handed him algo the old 
medal—the one struck off a quarter of a 
century ago. 

It was harder work. he admitted after- 
ward, to face that crowd in the Muskogee 
ball park than it was to face the Filipino 
insurrectos. “I just run a sandy on them,” 
he repeated. 


S a matter of fact, the records of 
A azerice' fighting men contain few 

tales of greater daring than that of 
Private Joseph Epps at Vigan. He had at- 
tacked and cleaned out a nest of insurrectos 
who for four hours had been sniping at 
American soldiers from behind & barricade 
of bamboo erected between the church rec- 
tory and a garden wall in the town of Vigan. 
Single-handed he faced those marksmen— 
and they could shoot. And: his ringing 
command forced them to lay down their 17 
Mausers and the four bolo knives. That 
was the “sandy'"—the biuff—he'd run on 
those “ignorant Gu-gus.”’ 

That feat was the climax of the battle 
of Vigan—a battle now forgotten—but 
which by its repulse of the attacking army 
under General Tino opened the way for 
American troops into Northern Luzon and 
made possibie the final conquest of the 
islands. A town of perhaps 16.000 was 
Vigan. The Spanish part of the town was 
old, Dut well bullt, and bere the American 
army decided to establish ite headquarters 
for the campaign tn the mountainous North- 
ern Luson. The city was bombarded and 
landing parties drove the insurrectos out. 
Then the Americana drove in, bringing up 
60,000 rations and establishing a suppis 
depot and a hospital. General Tino, the 
insurgent leader, Was driven back from 
town inte the mountain pase where the Abra 
River debouches to the China Sea. 
Tino established himeelf, defying the Amer- 
ieans to penetrate to Bangued, where he had 
headquarters and where he was holding 
Lieutenast-Commander James CC. Gilmore 
and six comrades from the gunboat “York- 
town” as prisoners. He was just a youth, 
was Tino, a boy of 21. 

Those €0,000 rations were a temptation 


to him. So on December 3, in disguise. he

and the hospital, all of which stood on high 
ground adjacent to tne plaga and overlooked 
the quarters of the American troops and the 
commissary. The insurrectos would wait until 
reveille sounded and the Americans turned 
out, without their arms, to answer roll call. 
Then, at his signal, from church and school 
and hospital would pour a leaden death. 

On the north, south and east of the town 
Was an inlet, a river at high-tide, a mud 
pool at low. Across this iniet the insurrec- 
toa were stationed. Early in the night of De- 
cember 3 they began to ferry across. Guard- 
ing the town on the south, east and north 
were five American outposts. These were 
small and distant from each other. Tino 
had introduced a big part of his army into 
town before, at 4 8. m., a company patrol 
discovered some insurrectos stealing across 
a street in the native quarter-and opened 
fire. Immediately shots were exchanged at 
Outpost No. 6 on the southern edge of the 
town. Fighting developed quickly. 


out, under Captain Charlies Van War. 

Wheeling down the south side of the 
plaza the Captain shot down the street 
ioward Outpost 6, and on reaching a 
cross-street south of the church and 
rectory turned north again. At the 
iniet’s edge he stationed Private Epps 
and Private Smith. His orders were 
simpie. “Don't let them get across here. 
Hold them, dammit. If they ever get in, 
they’ve got me cut off.” And Joe Epps held. 

If you talk to the men who served in 
Company B with Epps they will not tell 
you much about him. Of his heroism at 
Vigan something, of course. But of the 
man, little. He was quiet. He attended to 
his own business. 

There was nothing in his life romantic, 
or spectacular. He hadn't joined the army 
iu @ spirit of romance. He just felt it his 
duty. His grandfather had run away from 
Ergiand during the Revolutionary war and, 
while yet a boy, had made his way to Amer- 
ea and fought with Washington. Epps’ 
father, who was borh when the grandfather 
was well along in years, had carried a mus- 
ket in the Civil War. “You won't find

cold feet in the Epps generation,” explains 
Joe, quietly. “This war had come on, and 
I didn’t want to get cheated out of fightin’, 
‘cause my father and my granddaddy had fit 
for America.

He was raised on a 
farm. A quiet, rather lonely boy, who had

The first two nights we drew blanks. On 
® third morning, when going to see what 
ck we had had during the night, we were 


dreadfully disappointed to see tiger tracks 
coming down the road below the camera, 
which suggested that one of three eventuali- 
ties must have happened. Firstly, that the 
tiger had come on to-the road below- the 
camera; secondly, that he had seen the trip 
wire and had gone around it; or, thirdly, 
that he had passed the wire, which had 
broken without completing the circuit—all 
of which had already happened during pre- 
vious efforts at tiger photography. A fourth 
possibility, which, from our previous ex- 
perience of tigers, did not seem possible, 
was that the tiger had taken his own pho- 
tugraph by flashing at 13 feet distance, and 
had still continued to come down the road 
atk though nothing had happened. And this 
was what actually proved to be the case: 
The tiger, after receiving the flash full in 
the eyes, and producing the picture repro- 
duced herewith—the type of picture which, 
incidentaliy, we have been trying continu- 
ously for the last two years to obtain— 
had jumped off the road into a neighboring 


_stream bed, but had come back again some 


200 yards below. had rolled in the sandy 
road, leaving a complete impression of him- 
self in the dust, and had then proceeded to 
walk leisurely on as though nothing had 
happened. This gave us some idea of the 
extraordinary animal we were trying to pho- 
tcegraph, as any ordinary tiger, after facing 
such a brilliant flash and ioud report at so 
short a distance, would have gone right away 
at a tremendous pace in the other direction. 
Our friend, however, was evidently very lit- 
tle perturbed by his somewhat novel experi- 
ences, as he continued casually down the 
road for two miles, until] he met our buffalo 
bait. which he proceeded to kill and drag 
into the jungle to a distance of about 100 
vards, in the usual tiger fashion 


S SOON as we heard that the tiger 
A done the unexpected and killed 

the bait. we decided that we 
would make an attempt to stalk him on aa 
elephant in the heat of the day, and 
the party (consisting of my wife and I 
“A.” a forest officer from Burma, aad 
ny Garhwali orderly, Mahendra Singh) 
started out on Balmati (the tame cow-ele- 
plant which has been such a willing helper 
in animal photography) at 2 p. m., hoping 
that we should find the tiger having his 
mid-day siesta somewhere near his kill. On 
reaching the spot where the buffalo had 
been killed we put the reflex camera togeth- 
er, and. after my wife had received careful 
instructions as to the handing over of the 
extra slides in the unlikely event of meeting 
the tiger, and “A"’ had loaded a rifle in case 
of trouble, we proceeded to follow: up the 
track left by the carcass of the buffalo as 
the tiger had dragged it into the jungle. We 
went very slowly and quietly, but my heart

began to sink when I saw that the kill had 
been taken up a very rocky and steep dry 
mountain torrent bed (sot), covered with 
enormous boulders, which made silent prog- 
ress for the elephant almost impossible, and 
so Overgrown with heavy jungle that instan- 
taneous daylight photography seemed to be 
out of the question. However, matters began 
to brighten up a bit when Balmati started 
to raise her trunk and point with it in a way 
which made us almost certain that the tiger 
was not far off. 

By now, our nerves were all worked up 
to a pitch of excitement, and we had not 
proceeded more than 100 yards in all, when 
“A’’ whispered: ‘There he is,’ and, sure 
enough, he was, about 25 yards ahead, waik- 
ing slowly up the torrent bed and having 
just left a small pool of water near which 
he. had obviously been lying. We could 
only see the hindquarters just disappearing, 
and there was no time to 
steady the elephant for 
an exposure, when, sud- 
denly, Balmati trod on a 
dry. fallen branch, which 
broke with such a crash 
that there seemed no 
hope whatever of the 
tiger remaining in the 
vicinity any longer, and 
we hadn't made even a 
single exposure! Disap- 
pointed, we then took the 
elephant up to the place 
where the tiger had dis- 
appeared, in the hope of 
being able to follow him 
up, but. the ground being

of the four of us sitting quietiy on the ele- 
phant’s back below him! Even though he 
was only from 15 to 20 feet away, he was 
extremely difficult to see in the bushes, and 
this suggests how often, when one is putting 
vp a flashlight over a tiger ‘‘kill,”’ the tiger 
watches the whole proceeding, all unknown 
tc the photographer, whom he might de- 
stroy with the greatest of ease at any time, 
should he so desire. Luckily, no tiger has 
so fur felt this way inclined, as far as we are 
echcerned, but we prépose to be a little 
more careful in future! 

We sat for some five minutes watching 
the tiger in this way, as he was sitting on 
his haunches, like a dog, peering at us bard, 
and opening afd shutting his mouth at in- 
tervalga, presumably from the effect of the 
heat. e then got up, apparently satisfied 
thgt we were not to be feared—if this tiger 
knows fear at all, which is doubtful—and 
strolled up the sot. When 
he moved, .we moved the 
elephant back a little, in

Finally, he decided to do this, and, going 
over to a cool patch of wet sand by the side 
of the pool. sat down with a heavy flop, evi- 
dently delighted at reaching his comfortable 
Thus he lay, 12 yards away 


heaving, yawning occasionally, sometimes 
rolling over on his side and sometimes hold- 
ing his head up, until his eyes began gradu- 
ally to close with sleep.

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were harmless, if somewhat boring, intrud- 
ers, who were disturbing his afternoon nap. 
He stayed there for perhaps a quarter of an 
hour, during which time we exposed all the 
plates we had, gradually going closer and 
closer, until the last plate was exposed at a 
little under 10 yards’ range. 


NFORTUNATELY, the lighting caondi- 
| tions were dreadful, with little 

patches of brilliant sunlight coming 
through dense shade, to say nothing 
of intervening tw'gs and branches; s0 
that the exposures of one-thirty-fifth sec- 
ond (the longest one can give off a 
swaying elephant) with f.5.6 left much 
to be desired in the resultant nega- 
tives. A further difficulty was that Balmati 
was standing amid fearfully rough boulders, 
which made her so uncomfortable that she 
biurred half the negatives by movement. 
When the last plate had been exposed, a dis- 
cussion went on—with the tiger uncon- 
sciously enjoying his siesta 10 yards away— 
a: to whether he should be shot or not. It 
seemed cold-blooded murder to shoot, during 
his afternoon sleep, a tiger who obviously 
had never done man any harm, and had 
given us the eagerly sought opportunity of 
taking daylight photographs of tigers. One 
simple shot, and ail the life and movement 
vould have gone from that beautiful, striped 
body and could never be brought back again. 
“A” must have been terribiy tempted, as 
he had never shot a tiger: but he managed 
to fight down the temptation, and it was 
finally agreed to leave the tiger to live his 
life in peace as far as we were concerned — 
although, unless he is more careful in the 
future, his life is not likely to be a very 
long one. Lucky it was for that tiger that 
we felt like that. although, had we not done 
so, he would probably have been shot when 
he was first sighted, and certainly when he 
gat on the rock above us: and think what 
we should have missed! Few have ever scen 
& sight like that and few will ever do so, 
for it is rare for anyone not to take a cer- 
tain chance of shooting a tiger, and it is 
even rarer for a tiger to behave in such 
an extraordinary way. One often hears peo- 
ple speak of how beautiful such-and-euch 
2p antma)! looked before he died, but surely 
nobody with a real love of the beautiful in 
nature can care for the subsequent skin or 
head, often grotesquely mounted and bear- 
ing no resemblance to the animal before 
death, when it is possible by photography 
to obtain real, lifelike reproductions of the 
actual scenes. Such pictures, hanging on 
one’s Walls in subsequent years, bring back 
vividly, as po skin or head can ever do, 
what may have been the most thrilling ‘mo- 
ments of one’s life. Surely, looking at the 
photographs, one can half-close one's eyes 
and see, not photographs, but real scenes. 
One can feel again the warm air and hear

the hum of the insects; one can see the shift- 
ing sunlight as the midday breeze stirs the 
leaves and throws the tiger into alternate 
light and shade: and, lastly, one can see the 
living, breathing tiger as he lies—and yet 
have no final vision of the magnificent king 
of the jungle lying in his death agony to 
mar the pleasure of a wonderful afternoon. 

When all the plates had been exposed— 
and how we longed for more!—we continued 
to discuss what to do next; until, finally, the 
tiger got up and strolled off up the sot bed. 
My wife and I then got off Balmati to ar- 
range the flashlight apparatus, while “A” 
kept watch on the elephant a little way for- 
ward in the direction in which the tiger had 
gone. We hadn't been doing this for five 
minutes before “A” called out: “Look out: 
he’s coming back,” but the sound of his 
shout turned the tiger, who went back 
again, apparently to sit down in the bushes 
a little further off. We made a lot of noise 
arranging the flashlight apparatus, but we 
hoped that the tiger wouldn't mind very 
much, considering his casual behavior so 
far, and left the place after about an bouwr. 
The flashes were fired off about 5 p. m., 
and when we returned next morning we 
found that the kill was just as we had left 
it, pointing to the probability that the tiger 
had returned to the kill, fired off the flashes, 
and hence deserted it. We therefore tban- 
doned the kill as of no further use, bat, on 
developing the plate the same evening, we 
found a fine picture of the buffalo’s carcass 
-—and nothing else! What fired off those 
flashes I cannot.say, as no living creature 
could have done so without having his pic- 
ture recorded on the plate, and. as has just 
been sald, there was nothing there!

again dove the unexpected and had 

not returned: so we decided to make 
a further attempt at daylight photography 
the following day. a 8 PD: RR 2 
repeated our cautious stalk up to the 
kill, but this time the tiger was not 
there——neither was the dead buffalo!

We eagerly followed up the 
track on foot, as the slope was too steep for 
the elephant, and finally, after having gone 
on the wrong scent several times, came upon 
the remains of the &ill, which had been ai- 
ternately ‘carried- and dragged over 100 
yards and up a slope of about 60 degrees. 
There was no sign of the tiger.

Charley Page’s Orphans’ Home Is Rich in Lands, 
Money and Children 


It Started With a Man With One Eye and a Man With One Leg—Now It Owns 30 Public Service 


Organizations and Has Sent 200 Young People Into the World, Equipped for 
Life's Battles Page Has a Lot of Fun Out of It.

TULSA, Oklahoma.

That t& an 
exact inventory of 
the Sand Springs 
Home on June 2, 
1907. Now, 19 years 
later, the Sand 
Springs Home owns a public service corpo- 
ration which supplies light and power to 
some 30 towns and cities in Oklahoma, in- 
cluding the State capital, Oklahoma City; 
a public water system which cost $1,500,000 
to build: an électric railway; producing gas 
‘leases op 160,000 acres of land; producing 
oil leases with an output of more than 
$0,000 barrels of oll a month; its own home- 
site of 16,000 acres; a good, big part of the 
industrial town of Sand Springs, Oklahoma. 
And other things, too numerous to -men- 
tion, worth, the banks will tell you, $20,- 
000,000. 


For the Sand Springs Home is now a cor- 
poration. It is unique among corporations 
In being without a stockholder instead of 
without a soul. It pays no dividends except 
in human lives. 


Two hundred orphans have gone out from 
the Sand Springs Home in its 19 years of 
life, having been cared for from childhood, 
educated and equipped for a battle with the 
world. In the home, today, are 61 girls and 
89 boys—another hundred. And on the out- 
skirts of the beautiful oak grove in which 
the home is built are scores of cottages, 
which today house 87 widows and their chil- 
dren—208 children, to be exact. 


Charlies Page, should you ask im, would 
probably tell you that the Sand Springs 
Home is not an institution, but a dream. It 
is his dream, as far as he has got with it. 
When he dies his all will go to the Sand 
Springs Home——the dream, so far as he is 
concerned, will then be realized. 

Charles Page—they call him Charley 
down in Sand Springs—is an Oklahoma oil 
millionaire. He might be one of the richest 
of them if he wished. He isn’t, because he 
has been giving his wealth away. He be- 
gan by giving away one-tenth of his income 
to charity. He has got so now that he only 
keepe enough to live on. 


Some of the rest has gone to the Sand 
Springs Home direct. What else Chariey 
Page has he treats as if he were the agent 
for the home. In his hands it is fluid cap- 
ital. He uses it to make more money—to 


give to the Sand Springs Home. 
H must be a curious character to take 

literally the Scriptural injunction: 
“Go thy way. Sell whatsoever thou hast 
and give to the poor.” 


Of that curious character there are many 
interpretations. Churchmen who know of 
Charley Page's philanthropic works char- 
acterize him at once as an enthusiastic 
Christian. Some of his fellow workers will 
tell you that he is .a generous free thinker. 
Among the men of thé oi] fields are some 
who will tell you Charley Page is a lucky 
gambier. Possibly all are right. In such 
company one surely may hasard another 
guess: Chariey Page is a big, biuff, gener- 
ous, sincere man, who knows how he can 
get the most fun out of life—and out of his 
money. 

He has always been on the frontier. A)- 
Ways in new country. That accounts for 
sincerity at the heart of him. And he has 
always had to fight. The struggle bégan 


E'S a curious character. A man 
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when his father died while he was yet a lad. 
For a long time the fight was for success— 
for money. He liked a fight. One suspects 
he still likes a fight, for still he fights for 
money. But now the struggle*is carried on 
for the purpose of getting the money to give 
away. Charley Page has found there’s lots 
more fun in giving than in getting. 

He was born, 61 years ago, on a farm 
near Stevens Point, Wisconsin. His father 
died when the boy was 16. Charles Page had 
his mother and his sisters and his broth- 
ers to support. He couldn't make a living 
on the farm. It was sold. They moved to 
town. The boy became a messenger boy 
for the Michigan Central Railroad. He 
worked for other railroads: Then he start- 
ed in business for himself. 

He went into the north woods and he 
took a contract to get out logs for the lum- 
ber mills. By this time he was married. 

The woods, as the mines and the ofl] fields, 
have left their mark upon the man. Among 
business associates he stands out like a tall 
oak in a wood lot, a man of massive, rugged 
frame, tall and of strength, it would seem, 
like another Paul Bunyan’s. A man of 
round and pleasant face, but whose short, 
gray hair and whose clipped moustache both 
serve to give somefhbing quick, alert, de- 
cisive to the cast of his countenance. A 
man who, in the Western phrase, can look 
you square in the eye and tell you—well, 
Charley Page can tell you whatever is in 
his mind, and not hesitate for short and 
ugly words, if short and ugly words are 
needed. 


O THERE he was, in the winter of 
~ 1892, a man then of 31, hold- 

ing his own, and better, with the 
rough workers of the logging  out- 
fits. Working tirelessly, unceasingly, it 
seemed. And meantime his wife became 
suddenly ill. 

In the hospital at Battle Creek, Michigan, 
they gave up all hope for the stricken wom- 
an.

The shifting eyes of the physicians, when 
they sought to encourage him by hiding 
the real truth, had betrayed the desperate 
plight of the woman who lay beneath the 
white sheet there on the hospital cot. In 
her was wrapped his every hope; his every 
plan. He could see himself, bereft of her. 
rudderiess in life and drifting, with no pur- 
pose, with no hope, with no incentive: un- 
loved and perhaps a wanderer. 

“Oh Lord, leave her with me, if it’s only 
for a little while.” 

Prayer seemed strange to him.

“Why.” he asked himself, 
Lord do anything for me?

Charley Page has a gift for seeing into 
the heart of men and problems. Even into 
his own. 

He recalled his childhood. His mother. 
The prayers she had taught. He remem- 
bered the church at which she had wor- 
shiped. He recalled the sect of which she 
had been a member. It came to his mind 
that his mother’s creed provided that the 
believer give to God one-tenth of all his 
income. 

“What have I given to God?” he asked 
himself. 

He walked out into the wintry night, after 
he had bent to kiss the brow of the sick 
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Charlies Page—the poor big rich man.

The ties were a full pace 
apart and studded thickly with twisted, rusty 
spikes. There was danger in crossing dur- 
ing’ fair weather and in daylight, but to 
attempt the feat in pitch darkness, with the 
wind blowing a gale, rain pouring on the 
slippery ties and a raging torrent below, 
was an exploit to daunt the courage of any 
man. 

Unchecked by the timbered biuffs of 
Honey Creek Valley, the wind swept the 
river bridge with terrific force. As Kate 
hesitated a moment, to catch her breath and 
appraise the situation, a gust more violent 
than usual extinguished the feeble light of

right on her knees as she clasped her hands 
in terror ahd in prayer, for it’seemed in- 
evitable that the shock would carry out the 
bridge.

She could scarcely remember 
when she started, while the beginning of the 
storm and her rescue of the little pigs 
earlier in the evening seemed years 
ago. Each minute stretched out intermina- 
bly, and the impression grew upon her that 
the end of the bridge was constantly reced- 
ing." At last, however, she felt the solid 
ground beneath her. Standing erect, she 


stopped to breathe for a moment and then 
set out to run to the station, a quarter of a 
mile away. It was getting late and her 
strength was falling fast. 


How she finally arrived and told her story 
Kate Shelley could never remember. She 
only recalled that someone said, “The girl 
is crazy.’’ Then one of the railroad men 
recognized her and the dreadful import. of 
her message was realized. The whistle of an 
engine in the yards aroused the town. In 
a few minutes men with ropes and other 
equipment were ready to go to the rescue 
of Wood and Agar at the Honey Creek 
bridge. Kate accompanied the rescue party 
across the river on the engine, guided them 
along the bluff to the track above the wasb- 
out, and thence back to the scene of the dis- 
aster on the east bank of the creek where 
the survivors of the wreck could be helped. 
After many efforts a rope was cast to Wood 
who made it fast to his tree and then came 
ashore hand over hand. Agar could not be 
reached until the water began to subside, 
when he, too, was taken from his refuge, 
completely exhausted from his long expo- 
sure. 


URING the days that followed the 
ID sixth of July, rest or relaxation 

was not to bé considered. On Thurs- 
day, eager crowds visited the scene of 
the tragedy and filled the Sheliey house. 
Newspaper reporters arrived on the sec- 
ond day, burdened with questions: and 
insistent up6n exploring the whole neigh- 
borhood lest some dramatic detail should be 
overlooked. Saturday passed in much the 
same manner, but on Sunday, when Dona- 
hue’s body was found in a cornfield, the 
excitement subsided. It was then that Kate 
Shelley’s strength gave wuy. For three 
months she was confined to her bed, but at 
last ber natural vitality triumphed. 


Restored to health. Kate found that the 
sun shone on a brighter world for her. She 
was no longer the unknown girl dwelling ix 
a poor, little home beside the railroad. News 
of her heroism had been flashed abroad. 
and jnstantly she had become one of the fa- 
mous women of her time. Press comments 
concerning her bravery were wide-spread. 
Poems were composed, dramatic readings 
produced, and editorials written—all pre- 
senting the story. of her courage. 

Probably the best known poem inspired by 
the daring act of the modest [Fish girl was 
written by Eugene J. Hall. 
the following stanza: 


Ah! noble Kate Shelley, your mission its 
° done; 
Your deed that dark night will not fade 
from our gase. — 
An endless renown you have worthily wos: 
Let the Nation be just and accord you its 
praise. 
Let your name, let your fame and your 
courage deejare 
What a woman ¢ai do and a woman can 
dare.

She was literally showered with letteré 
filled with testimonials of gratitude and 
praise. Some contained verses in her honor, 
others eulogized her in prose, while there 
was no end of hair-raising, heart-throbbing 
descriptions of her adventure. There were 
letters of sympathy, letters requesting 4 
photograph, a fragment of her dress, or a 
splinter from the bridge, and letters offer 
ing glowing opportunities for investing her 
fortune. 


Numerous gifts and tokens of esteem were 
bestowed upon her. The school children of 
Dubuque gave her a medal. The Chicago 
Tribune raised a fund to help the Shelley 
family out of debt. As an emblem of ap- 
preciation of her ‘brave and humane ac 
tion,”” and in recognition of her “efforts to 
save the lives of railway passengers and em- 
ployes during the terrible storm of the 
night of July 6, 1881,” the Nineteenth Gen- 
eral Assembly of lowa passed an act in 1882 
authorizing the Senator and Representative 
of Boone County, together with the Gover 
nor of the State, to procure and present heft 
with a gold meda! bearing an appropriate 
inscription. The Legisiature also appropri- 
ated two hundred dollars in cash to be giv 
en to Miss Shelley. A drinking fountais 
erected in a Dubuque park was dedicated 
to her. The employes of the Northwestern 
Railroad gave her a gold watch and chain, 
while the company issued her a life pass 
over the road. 


deeply to Miss Frances E. Wilk 

lard. Soon after the event she wrote 
tc her friend, Mrs. Isabella W. Parks, 
wife of the president of Simpson College, 
offering to contribute twenty-five dol 
lars toward providing the means of 4&4 
college education for such a deserving 
girl. Mrs. Parks raised enough money 
for the expenses of a year and Miss 
Shelley attended Simpson during the terms 
of 1883 and 1884. But she found college 
study very difficult and, being needed at 
home, she decided to give it up. 


In 1903 she accepted employment as sta- 
tion agent at Moingona—a« position which 
she held until a short time before her death 
on January 21, 1913. Twice each day dur 
ing all those years she went from her home 
to the little depot, crossing the new iros 
bridge that had repla@ed the one over which 
she crawled on that fateful July night se 
many years before. Trains always stopped 
at her little cottage when she was on board, 
At the time of her funeral the company sent 
a special train to her home for the conven 
ence of the family and hundreds of friends. 


On the main line of the Northwesters 
Reliroad between Boone and Ogden and 
about four miles north of the village of 
Moingona, « fine new bridge now spans thé 
Des Moines River. This structure, one 
the longest and highest of ite kind, is 
ly known as the Kate Shelley bridge—a fit- 
ting monument to perpetuate the memory of 
the famous lowa heroine.

The Russian Jew Who, Between 
Attempts at Suicide, Made 
Great Discoveries 


Metchnikoff, Who Could Always Experiment Best When Pretty Girls 
Were Around, Was a Notorious Jumper at Conclusions, But Once He 
Investigated a Hunch (Which He Had Announced as Fact Long Before) 
and Really Discovered That Our Bodies Have Wandering Cells Which 
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ELIE METCHNIKOFF

CHAPTER 7. 


ICROBE HUNTING 
has always been a 
gqgueerhumpty- 
dumpty business. 
Microbe hunting 
is a story of amaz- 
ing stupidities, fine 
intuitions, insane 
paradoxes. If that 
is the history of the 
hunting of mi- 
crobes, it is the 
same with the story of the science, still 
in its babyhood, of why we are immune 
to microbes. For Metchnikoff, the al- 
ways excited searcher who in a manner 
of speaking founded that science—this 
Metchnikoff was not a sober, scientific in- 
vestigator; he was more like some hys- 
terical character out of one of Dos- 
toevski's novels. 

Elie Metchnikoff was a Jew, and was 
born in Southern Russia in 1845, and be- 
fore he was twenty years old, he said: “I 
have seal and ability, I am naturally tal- 
ented—I am ambitious to become a dis- 
tinguished investigator.” 

He went to the University of Kharkoff, 
borrowed the then rare microscope fronf 
one of his professors, and after peering 
(more or less dimly) through it, this am- 
bitious young man sat himself down and 
wrote long scientific papers before he had 
any idea at all of what science was. He 
bolted his classes for months on end, not 
to play, but to read; not to read novels, 
mind you, but to wallow through learned 
works on the “Crystals of Proteic Sub- 
stances"’ and to become passionate about 
inflammatory pamphlets whose discovery 
by the police would have sent him to the 
mines in Siberia. He sat up nights, drink- 
ing gallons of tea and haranguing his young 
' colleagues. Then, a few days before the 
end of the term, he crammed up the neg- 
lected lessons of months; and his prodig- 
fous memory, which was more like some 
weird phonograph record than any humgn 
brain, made it possible for him to write 
homé to his folks that he had passed first 
and got a gold medal. 

_Metehnikoff was always trying to get 
ahead of himself. He sent papers to 
scientific journals while he was still in his 
teens; he wrote these papers frantically a 
few hours after he had trained his micro- 
scope On some bug or beetle; the next day 
he would look at them again, and find that

what he had been so certain of, was not 
quite the same now. Hastily he wrote to 
the editor of the scientific journal: “Please 
do not publish the manuscript I sent you 
yesterday. I find I have made a mistake.” 
At other times he was furious because his 
enthusiastic discoveries were turned down 
by the editors. ‘“‘The world does not appre- 
clate me!"’ he cried, and he went to his 
room, ready to die, dolefully whistling: 
“Were I small as a snail, I would hide my- 
self in my shell.” ; 

But if Metchnikoff sobbed because. his 
vivid talents were underestimated by his 
professors, he was also irrepressible. He 
forgot his contemplated suicides, and his 
violent headaches, in his incessant interest 
in all living things, but he wes constantly 
spoiling his chances to do a good, steady 
piece of scientific work by getting into 
quarrels with his teachers. Finally he told 
his mother (who had always spoiled him 
and believed in him): “I am especially 
interested in the study of protoplasm . 
but there is no science in ‘Russia,’ so he 
rushed off to the University of Wursburg 
in Germany, only to find that he had ar- 
rived there six weeks altiead of the opening 
of school. He sought out some Russian 
students there, but they gave him the cold 
shoulder—he was a Jew—then, tired of 
life, he started back home, thinking of kill- 
ing himself but with a few books in his 
satchel—and one of these was the just- 
published “Origin of Species” of Darwin. 
He read it, he swallowed the Theory of 
Organic Evolution with one great, mental 
gulp, he became a bigoted supporter of 
it—from then on evolution was his religion 
until he began founding new scientific re. 
ligions of his own. 


planned strange evolutionary re- 
searches; he lay awake nights, seeing 
visions—huge panoramas they were, of 
all beasts, from cockroaches to elephants, 
as the children of some one, remote and in- 
finitely tiny ancestor. 
That conversion was Metchnikoff's real 
start in life, for now he set out (and kept 
at it for ten years), quarreling and expos- 


H E FORGOT his plans for suicide; he 


tulating his way from one laboratory to an- - 


other, from Russia through Germany to 
Italy, and from Italy to the island of Hel- 
goland. He worked at the evolution of 
worms. He accused the distinguished Ger- 
man soologist, Leuckart, of stealing his 
stuff; incurably clumsy with his fingers, he 
clawed desperately into a lizard to find 
the story of evolution its insides might tell 


him—and when he could not find what 
he wanted, he threw what was left of the 
reptile across the laboratory. Unlike Koch 
or Leeuwenhoek, who were great because 
they knew how to ask questions of nature, 
Metchnikoff read books on Evolution, was 
inspired, shouted ‘“‘Yes!"’ and then by. vast, 
sloppy experiments proceeded to try to 
force his beliefs down nature's throat. 
Strange to say, sometimes he was right, 
importantly right, as you will see. Up till 
now (it was in the late eighteen seventies) 
he knew nothing about microbes, but all 
the time his mania to prove the survival 
of the fittest was driving him ‘toward his 
fantastic theory—partly true—of how man- 
kind resists the assaults of germs. 


' , ETCHNIKOFF’S first thirty-five 
Ay were a hubbub and a périlous- 


ly near disastrous groping toward 
this event—toward that great notoriety 
that waited for him on the Island of 
Sicily, in the Mediterranean Sea. At 
twenty-three he had m@rried Ludmilla Fe- 
odorovitch, who was a consumptive and 
had to be carried to the wedding in an 
invalid’s chair. Then followed a pitiful four 
years for them. They dragged about Eu- 
rope, looking for a cure; Metchnikoff try- 
ing, in odd moments snatched from an irri- 
tatedly tender nursing of his wife, to do 
experiments on the development of green 
tlies and sponges and worms and scorpions 
—trying above all to make some sensa- 
tional discovery which might land him a 
well-paid professorship. ‘“‘The survivors are 
not the best but the most cunning,” he 
whispered, as he published his scientific 
papers and pulled his wires. 

Finally Ludmilla died; she had spent her 
last days solaced by morphine, and now 
Metchnikoff. who had caught the habit 
from her, wandered from her grave through 
Spain to Geneva, taking larger and larger 
doses of the drug—meanwhile, his eyes 
hurt him terribly, and what is a naturalist, 
a searcher, without eyes? 

“Why live?’ he cried, and took a dose 
of morphine that he knew must kill him, 
but the dose was too large, he became nau- 
seated and threw it up. “Why live?” he 
eried again and took a hot bath and rushed 
out in the open air right afterwards to try 
to cajch his death of pneumonia. But it 
seems that the wise, witty gods who fashion 
searchers had other purposes for him. That 
very night he stopped, agape at the spec- 
tacle of a cloud of insects swirling round 
the flame of a lantern. “These insects live 
only a few hours!”’ he cried to himself. 
“How can the theory of the survival of the 
fittest be applied to them’” So he plunged 
baek into his experiments. 


ETCHNIKOFF’S grief was terrific, 
Mo it did not last long. He 

Was appointed Professor at the 
University of Odessa, and there he taught 
the Survival of the Fittest and be- 
Came respected for his learning, and grew 
in dignity, and in less than two years after 
the death of Ludmilla, he had met Olga, a 
bright girl of fifteen, the daughter of a 
man of property. Soon after they were 
married. 

From then on Metchnikoff's life was 
much less disastrous; he tried far less 
often to commit suicide; his hands began 
to catch up with his precocious brain—he 
was learning to do experiments. Never was 
there a man who tried more sincerely to 
apply science to every part of his life. 


It was in 1883 that Metchnikoff turned 
suddenly from a naturalist into a microbe 
hunter. He had wrangled with the author- 
ities of the University of Odessa, and de- 
parted for the Island of Sicily with Olga 
and her crowd of little brothers and sisters. 
and here he set up his amateur laboratory 
in the pdrior of their cottage looking across 
the magic water to the blue Calabrian 
shore. His intuition told him that mi- 
crobes were now the thing in science and 
he dreamed about making great discoveries 
of new microbes—he was sincerely inter- 
ested in them as well, but he knew nothing 
about the subtle ways of hunting them, in- 
deed he had hardly seen a germ. He 
stamped about his parior-laboratury, ex- 
pounding biological theories to Oiga, 
studying starfish and sponges, telling the 
children fairy stories, doing everything in 
short that was as far as possible removed 
from those thrilling researches of Koch and 
Pasteur. 

Then, one day, he began to study the 


Way sponges and starfish digest their food. 
Long before he had spied out strange cells 


inside these beasts, cells that were a part 


of their bodies, but cells that were free- 


lances, as it were, moving from place to 


place through the carcasses of which they 
formed a gart, sticking out one part of 
themselves and dragging the rest of them- 
selves after the part they had stuck out.

hie brain was always inventing stories 

about nature, how often these stories 
turned out to be true when they were put to 
the test of experiment. A German hunter had 
claimed: ‘There is nothing to Metchni- 
koff’s theory of phagocytes. Everybody 
knows that you can see’ microbes inside of 
phagocytes—they have undoubtedly been 
gobbled up by the phagocytes.

Then, 
a week or so later, the big-bearded phil- 
osopber shot some of these living, dangerous 
bacilli into the bellies of vaccinated beasts. 
Every few minutes during the next 
hours he ran slender glass tubes into their 
abdomens, sucked out a few drops of the 
fluid there and put it before the more or 


] T je amazing, when you remember that 


leas dirty lens of his microscope, to see 
whether the phagocytes of the immune 
beasts were eating up the bacilli. Presto! 


These roundish, crawling cells were 
crammed full of microbes. 

“Now I shall prove that these microbes 
inside the phagocytes are still alive,” cried 
Metchnikof. He killed the guinea-pig, 
slashed it open and sucked into another 
little glass tube some of the grayish siime 
of wandering celle which had gathered in 
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the creature's belly to make meals off the 
microbes. In a little while—for they are 
very delicate when you try to keep them 
alive outside the body—the phagocytes had 
died, burst open and the live bacilli they 
had swallowed galloped out of them. 
Promptly, when Metchnikoff injected them, 
these microbes that had been swallowed, 
murdered guinea-pigs who were not immune. 

By dozens of brilliant experiments of this 
kind, Metchnikoff forced his opponents to 
admit that phagocytes, sometimes, can eat 
vicious microbes. 

His fame made him take a real delight in 
being alive. 


OW he was scheming and groping 
N about and having dreams about 

thinge that might cause the ar- 
teries to harden, and suddenly he in- 
vented one cause—surely no one can 
say he discovered it!—‘auto-intoxication, 
poisoning from the wild, putrefying becill! 
in our large intestines—that is surely & 
cause of the hardening of the arteries, that 
is what helps us to grow old too soon,” he 
erjed. He devised chemical teste—what aw- 
ful ones they were—that would show 
whether the body was being poisoned from 
the intestine. ‘“‘We would live much long- 
er,”’ he said, “if we had no large intestine, 
indeed, two people are on record, who had 
their large intestine cut out, and live per- 
fectly well without it.” 

His theory was a strange one, and caused 
laughter and jeers and he began to get into 
trouble again. People wrote in, reminding 
him that elephants had enormous, large in- 
testines but lived to be a hundred in epite of 
them; that the buman race, in spite of its 
large intestine, was one of the longest-lived 
species on earth.
